“In the Senate Chamber on one 
side with the rostrum there will be 
an Ionic order of columns, rather 
Greek in character but larger than 
those in the Supreme Court. Around | 
the curved surface will be a smaller 
order of Doric columns supporting 
the balcony railings and in character 
with the larger order 

‘ The room will be very serious in 
its general design, and it has been 
our endeavor to keep it absolutely in 
character with the old building, espe- 
cially that part designed by Thorn- 
ton and Latrobe. ’ 

‘*The _present old chamber, de- 
signed in the character of the early 
Victorian, is really not worthy. It is 
a very dreary and formidable room. 
The room as now contemplated will 
make a beautiful room with galleries 
around it, and with rooms and retir- 
ing rooms for the press which are 


much more ample than those at pres- 
ent in use.’’

Messages from Here and Abroad 
Poar In—Holmes Lauds Him 
at Jerusalem Dedication. 


Messages of congratulation from 
all parts of the country and from 
foreign countries poured in at the 
home of Nathan Straus at 580 West 
End Avenue yesterday on Mr, 
Straus’s eighty-first birthday. Public 
officials, statesmen, financiers, busi-| 
ness and professional men were 
among the large number of well- 
wishers who sent words of felicita- 
tion to the philanthropist. 

It was said at his home last eve- 
ning that Mr. Straus spent the day 
in the country with his wife He 
enjoyed the occasion, it was said, | 
and was extremely cheerful when 
he learned of the messages of greet- 
ing. 


Rabbi Stephen S. Wise issued here 
yesterday a part of an address de 
livered in Jerusalem by John Haynes 
Holmes, pastor of the Community 
Church of New York, at the dedica- 
tion on the eighty-first birthday of 
Mr. Straus of the Nathan and Lena 
Straus Health Centre, located outside 


the walls of Jerusalem. 

The Health Centre was given by 
Mr. Straus to Hadassah. the wo- 
men’s Zionist organization. The 


speech by the Rev. W. Holmes, as 
given out by Rabbi Wise, paid glow- 
ing tribute to Mr. Straus for his 
service to mankind, in part as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘Mr. Straus is great for the quick- 
ness and ardor of his sympathy; he 
is even greater in the unstinted gen- 
erosity of his giving; he is greatest 
in the universality of this giving 
In nothing is his bounty so unique 
as in its quality of inclusive brother- 
hood. More than any other philan- 
thropist I know, Nathan Straus has 
reconciled men to one another, and 
thus fulfilled in his own life the 
ideal of his Israel—justice and peace 
to all!’’

Terms It ‘an Iridescent Dream’ 


—Calls Hoover's Dry Sarvey 
“Delightful Hamor.’ 


Thomas Pryor Gore, former Sen- 


ator from Oklahoma, characterized 
the Kellogg Peace pact as ‘‘an iri- 
descent dream’’ yesterday when he 
sailed on the Hamburg American

‘The truth as I see it,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
that peace is something like Milton’s 
Paradise Lost. Everyone talks 
about it but no one reads it; like- 
wise almost everyone mentions peace 
but there is little serious thought 
given to it.’’ 

He explained he was not opposed to 
the cruiser bill and that he thought 
‘‘we should be prepared as a matter 
of prudence when an emergency 
arises. 

Mr. Gore characterized President- 
elect Hoover's plan of a prohibition 
survey as ‘‘a delightful piece of 
humor.’’ He added that he was pos- 
sessed of a sense of humor and it 
always emerges when prohibition is 
mentioned. 

“T have always had admiration for 
men who like to prod and survey to 
find out what is going on, but after 
the prodding and surveying, where 
Just where we started. I 
am for temperance. My state was 
bone dry and I voted naturally as my 
constituents wished. The actual 
facts as to how prohibition works is 
apparent to any intelligent man.”’

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|ASK NEW FEDERAL PRISONS. 


House Committee ures Two Insti- 
tutions and Many Jails. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 ().—The 
construction of two  penitentiaries 
and a hospital fo rthe criminal in- 
sane were among the major recom- 
mendations of a special House 
prisons investigating committee sub- 
mitted today in a report to the 
House. é 

As another means of relieving con- 
gestion in Federal  penitentiaries 
throughout the country, the commit- | 
tee recommended that a narcotic in- 


bill be constructed as quickly as| 
possible, that the reformatory at 
Chillicothe, Ohio, be pushed to com- | 
pletion, and that Federal jails or} 
workhouses to care for short-term | 
and detention prisoners be _ au- 
thorized. 

The committee suggested that one 
of the two additional penitentiaries 


be located in the Northeastern part | 
of the country and the other at such | 
a place as a board of experts might | 
It recommended that the 
jails or workhouses be located at 
New York, Boston, aaa | 
Baltimore, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago, St. Louis, San Francisco | 
and ‘‘such other places as the needs | 
from time to time shall require.

There is more to it than that, however. The track 
fans who go to these meets also have their rights and 
privileges. Even waving aside the matter of the money 
they pay for their tickets, they go to certain meets 
because certain athletes are on the program to run. 
If the stars fail to put in an appearance, the fans 
consider themselves duped. 

Whose fault is it? If the promoters of a meet use 
an athlete’s name as a lure when they know he has 
no intention of competing, they are the guilty ones 
and should be punished. If the athletes sign entry 
blanks and then fail to appear, they should be pun- 


ished unless they have legitimate excuses for non- 
appearance. 


A Question of Sporjgmanship. 


That an amateur should be allowed to run when and 
where he pleases is sensible enough as a general prop- 
osition, but once he has promised to run or has 
signed an entry blank for a particular meet, he is no 
longer entirely free in this respect. He has given 
his word to do something. It is no longer a matter of 
amateurism; it becomes a question of sportsmanship.

Control of the twenty-two city hos- 
pitals and four’ allied institutions 
will be centralized today for the 
first time in the new department. 
His office will use the quarters 
now used by the Welfare Depart- 
ment in the Municipal Building, he 


said. The office employes, with the 
exception of about twenty, will do 


the work of the Hospital Depart-| 


ment. The remaining twenty, Dr. 
Schroeder explained, will administer 
the city’s welfare work for the poor. 
The medical, superintendents, until 
now attached to the Welfare Depart- 
ment, will be directed from Dr. 
Schroeder's headquarters. 

“It seems to me that hospitals wil! 


function better for the patient and | 


at much less cost to the taxpayer,”’ 
he said, ‘‘if their administration as 
to purchase and appointments is 
centralized in my office Bellevue 
Hospital has a storehouse for food. 
with another lerge storehouse near 
the Williamsburg Bridge. I shall try 
to combine these two and al! the 
other storehouses, in Manhattan at 
least, into one, from which the buy- 
ing, will be cooperative. 

‘Kings County Hospital has a 
large power plant at its building in 
Brooklyn, while across the street. 
in the Kingston Avenue Hospital, 
there is an equally large power 
plant. The heat from one of these 
could be carried across the street 
by a tunnel, thus saving expense.

Mayor WALKER has 
supported a program of rehabilita- 
tion and expansion, but it will help 
to have a commissioner in a posi- 
tion to press steadily for appropria- 
tions to take care of legitimate hos- 
pital needs. 

Some are pressing. In many of 
the city hospitals the nursing staffs 
are inadequate, as the Public Health 
Relations Committee of the New 
York Academy of Medicine discov- 
ered several years ago. ‘“ Mere beds 
do not make a hospital.” What 
really counts is the adequacy of the 
staff. It is hard, too, to get satis-| 
factory orderlies at the prevailing 
rate of pay. We have come a long 
way since the days when the city 


used almshouse and penitentiary 


inmates as hospital helpers; but this 
class of labor not yet what it 
should be. Patients are often com- 
pelled to give gratuities to the 


employes in order to secure even 
the essentials of care. Convales- 
cents and men and women afflicted 
with chronic are alike 
insufficiently provided for. It is 
often difficult to make city officials 
realize the value of teaching and 


research work in connection with the 
hospitals. The new commissioner 
will need to be ever on his guard 
against political interference.

Legislatures 
and City Councils, according to one 
strong branch of reformers, should 
impose punishments of a deterrent 
nature on corporations and house- 
holders that permit clouds of smoke 
to issue from their furnaces. Dr. 
FRONCZAK and Mr. DEVINE admit 
that the sun shines less frequently 
and less ardently during the Winter 
months, but for that very reason 
they insist that the rights of citizens 
to what watery light there is should 
be protected by the speedy enact- 
ment of rigorous laws. 

They were opposed by equally firm 
believers in the value of actinic or 
better-known ultrazviolet rays. Dr. 
STOCKBARGER sees the rehabilitation 
of the race through advertisement. 
Some laws, even constitutional 
amendments, have an amazing and 
contradictory effect. Though they 
are aimed at the zenith of perfec- 
tion, they strike the nadir of de- 
structiveness. If people are recog- 
nized as perverse, their reform must 
be wrought by indirect means. ‘“‘ The 
“health-giving rays of the ultra- 
“violet family” are dashed against 
ordinary window glass like rain. 
But there is a kind of glass which 
permits them to enter as freely as if 
the windows were wide open. It 
should be insinuated into homes and 
factories through the liberal use of 
alluring “copy” and bright illustra- 
tions.

Willi Spiegelberg, one of the 
pioneers of New Mexico, died in his 
eighty-fifth year yesterday 
home, 67 Riverside Drive, 
short illness.

At the age of 16 Mr.« Spiegelberg 
came to New York from his native 
Germany in 1859 on the steamer 
Vanderbilt, went by rail to St. Louis | 
and thence by a steamboat up the 
Missouri to Kansas City, which then 
had a population of only 1,500. There 
he joined a mule train of prairie 
schooners laden with merchandise fon 
the store which had been established 
at Santa Fé in 1846 by his older 
brother, S. J. Spiegelberg. He was 
on the trail forty days before reach- 
ing Santa Fé, with armed outriders to 
protect the train against the herds 
of buffalo and the Indians. 

Mrs. Flora Spiegelberg, who sur- 
vives her husband, journeyed alone 
in an overland coach as a young 
bride in 1875 to join Mr. Spiegelberg. 
She was the thirteenth American- 
born woman in Sante Fe at that 
time. In the early eighties she con- 
ducted a Sabbath school, having} 
among her pupils Herman Lowitzy, 
who years later was the first to en- | 
list in Roosevelt’s Rough Riders. |

Explaining the Brokers’ Loan Rise. 


While the increase of $116,000,000 
in brokers’ loans for the week placed 
the total far above all previous rec- 
ords, a considerable part of Wali 
Street persisted in regarding the ex- 
pansion as not unduly large in view 
of the pronounced revival in new 
financing that has taken place. For 
the first time in many months, real 
activity now prevails in the flotation 
of new bonds. Three issues alone 
have accounted for an aggregate of 
$92,000,000 of bonds publicly offered 
this week, and new financing 
through the medium of stocks has 
gone on apace. These operations 
necessitated large bank loans and 
supplemented very largely the brok- 
ers’ loans obtained in connection 
with stock market operations.

BROKER LOANS RISE 
$416,000,000 IN WEEK’ 


Reach a New Record Total of |

NEW FINANCING MAIN CAUSE 


For First Many Weeks 
Banks Here Account for Largest 
Part of 


Time in 


Increase. 


An increase of $116,000,000 in 
brokers’ loans was announced by 
the Federal Reserve authorities yes- 
terday, placing the total of $5,559,- 
000,000, farinexcess of any hereto- 
fore attained, and marking the 
third successive week in which new 


high records have been established. 
For the first time in many weeks 
the largest part of the increase was 
accounted for by the activity of the 


| New York banks on their own ac- 


count, their loans rising by $81,000,- 
000, while those for out-of-town 
banks remained unchanged, and} 
loans for others increased $35,000,000. | 
New financing which developed on | 
a broad scale was considered largely 
responsible for the expansion

New financing through the bond 
flotations this week was the largest 
in months, the revival in activity in- 
cluding three issues which alone 
totaled $92,000,000. New stock financ- 
ing also continued on a large scale, 
and these transactions necessitated 
a large volume of bank accommoda- 
tions, first for dealers and syndicates 
until the bonds and stocks were: dis- 
posed of and later for investors who 
purchased the securities. This situa- 
tion is believed in Wall Street to 
have accounted for a considerable 
portion of the increase . 

The stock market, however, aiso 
absorbed increasing amounts of 
credit during the week as a result 
of the strength and activity that pre- 
vailed. There has been no indication, 
however, of any urgent bidding for 
funds for stock market purposes 
Call loans have been in large supply 
all week, and the rate yesterday held 
at 7 per cent, against 8 per cent on 
Wednesday, despite predictions that 
had been made of stringency based 
on the month-end settlements. Ease 
in the time money was even more 
pronounced, with 30-day loans in 
supply at 74 per cent and the more 
distant maturities at 7's per cent. 

Brokers’ loans reached their peak 
of last year in the week of Dec. 5, 
when they stood at $5,394,590,000 
After that they declined a total of 
$300,000,000 in three weeks, but in 
the first week of January the up- 
ward trend was resumed, A new 
high récord for all time was estab- 
lished in the week of Jan. 16, and 
each of the two succeeding weeks 
has shown further increases The 
total now is $1,743,000,000 above that 
of the correspanding week of last 
year.

Imports of gold at New York ex- 
ceeded exports by $47,764,000 in 
January, but a net increase of $65,- 
000,000 in the gold earmarked here 
for foreign account resulted in a net 
loss of $17,234,000 for the month in 


the country’s stock of gold. The ear- 
marked gold is understood to have 
been bought for the account of the 
Bank of France. It has not been ex- 
ported, but is set apart in the vaults 
of the Féderal Reserve Bank from 
the metal which is available as a 
base for credit here. 

The imports of gold here for the 
month totaled $48,452,000 and exports 
were $688,000. which compared with 
imports of $22,206,000 and exports of 
$764,000 in December and imports of 
$40,137,000 and exports of $52,998,000 
in January, 1928. 

The movement of gold from Great 
Britain was started again in January 
with the purchases by Speyer & Co. 
and the American Exchange Irving 
Trust of $7,270,000. The last previous 
shipments received from Great Brit- 
ain were in November, when $24.,- 
955,000 was imported, following im- 
pomations in the two previous months 
of $12,557,000, bringing the total for 
the three months to $37,512,000. How- 
ever, this was almost offset by $32.,- 
517,000 sent abroad eariler last year. 

There is also $5,500,000 in gold en 
route to this country from Great 
Britain. Shipments received from 
Canada last month aggregated $39,- 
750,000, which is the second succes- 
Sive month in which gold has been 
received from that country.

Proposes Plan to Increase Holdings 
in New Swiss Company. 
FRANKFORT - ON- MAIN, Ger- 
many, Jan. 31 (*).—The board of di- 


rectors of the German dye trust an- 
nounced today that the International 
Company for Chemical Enterprises 
recently formed at Basle, Switzer- 
land, proposes to acquire shares in 
other companies whose possession 
would be to the best interest of the 
dye trust. The parent organization 
would then get options on the com- 
plete or partial acquisition of the 
holdings of the Swiss company. 

For this purpose the Swiss com- 
pany proposes to increase its capita! 
from 20,000,000 to 250.000,000 ‘Swiss 
francs (about $48,250.000 par value). 
The dye trust and the Swiss com- 
pany propose to conclude an agree- 
ment guaranteeing shareholders of 
the latter the same dividend paid to 
shareholders of the dye trust.

Last year, the 
gasoline consumption alone reached 
the hitherto unparalleled figure of 
nearly 200,000,000 litres and this con- 
sumption is expected to absorb the 
increased quantity placed on the 
4market during the present year, as 
the republic’s network of new roads 
continues to be extended.

Others see more than a ray of hope 
for Mexico during 1929, arguing

They are ask- 
ing stockholders to subscribe 20 
gents a share to cover the cost of the 
roposed investigation, the purpose 
of which, according to the commit- 
tee, is to learn whether Tidal Osage 
ig being ‘“‘operated for the best in- 
terest of its stockholders, particu- 
jarly in the matter of dividends, in- 
yestment of surplus funds, purchase, 
sale and development of properties 
and the marketing of its products.”

Stockhold- 
ers are reminded that with the spe- 
cial dividend of $2.50 a share paid on 
Nov. 1 there was enclosed a state- 
ment that the company’s policy was 
against investing in additional leases 
The committee contends that this 
shows that the management ‘‘has 
po intention of carrying out the pur- 
pose for which the company was or- 
ganized,"’ adding that if the com- 
pany is to be liquidated ‘‘that cer- 
tainly is a matter to be determined 
by the stockholders generally.”’
